Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1961,  prepared 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Points  of  note  in  the  vital  statistical  figures  are  the 
somewhat  unexpected  reduction  in  the  estimated  mid-year  pop- 
ulation figure,  the  higher  "birth  and  death  rates  as  a corollary 
of  the  reduced  population  figure  and  the  very  low  infant- 
mortality  rate.  The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was 
greatly  increased,  accounted  almost  wholly  by  an  epidemic  of 
measles  during  the  first  part  of  the  year.  No  case  of  polio- 
myelitis nor  of  diphtheria  was  reported. 

As  in  previous  years  the  routine  work  of  protecting 
young  children  against  the  preventible  diseases  of  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  con- 
tinued to  be  carried  out  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  private 
medical  practitioners  for  their  help  in  this  connection. 

A medical  officer  of  health  has  a duty  to  draw  attention 
to  influences  prejudicial  to  health.  One  of  these  is  cigarette 
smoking.  The  recently  published  report  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  on  Smoking  and  Health  gives  evidence  on  the 
hazards  of  smoking,  stating  definitely  that  cigarette  smoking 
is  a cause  of  lung  cancer  and  bronchitis  and  probably  con- 
tributes to  the  development  of  coronary  heart  disease. 

General  discouragement  of  smoking,  particularly  by  young 
people  is  necessary.  Some  comments  in  an  article  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  are  worth  quoting  "if  smoking  habits 
are  to  be  changed  health  education  will  need  to  be  combined 
with  some  measure  of  public  control.  There  is  a strong 
case  for  curtailing  tobacco  advertisements.  The  law  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  cigarettes  to  children  under  16  should 
be  enforced,  (difficult  to  do  when  we  have  cigarette  selling 
machines).  Facilities  for  smoking  in  public  transport  might 
be  reduced  and  smoking  in  theatres  and  cinemas  forbidden  and 
there  is  certainly  no  reason  why  the  issue  of  cheap  cigar- 
ettes to  young  Servicemen  should  continued. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  to 
Mr.  Broadhurst,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to  Mr.  Davies,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  ready  assistance  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my 
duties.

Population. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  figure  for 
1961  is  25,650,  which  is  some  1,540  persons  less  than  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year,  extremely  surprising  considering  the  marked  housing 
development  in  recent  years,  particularly  in  Blackwater  and  Yateley. 

The  preliminary  report  on  the  1961  census  recorded  the  population  of 
the  district  at  midnight  on  23rd  April,  1961,  as  24,465,  composed  of 
12,257  males  and  12,208  females.  This  population  figure  shows  an  inter- 
censal  increase  of  10.1%  over  the  1951  census.  The  presence  of  course 
in  the  district  of  Service  stations  with  their  fluctuating  population 
has  some  effect  on  the  population  figure  at  any  one  period  of  time.  Two 
approximate  checks  of  the  population  figure  which  can  be  made  may  be  of 
interest.  The  districts  assessments  (which  do  not  include  the  Services 
population)  total  8,000  and  allowing  j>2  persons  per  assessment  would 
give  a population  figure  of  28,000;  again  the  electoral  register  figure 
is  15,000  and  doubling  this  would  give  a figure  of  30,000.  On  the 
other  hand  the  standardized  birth  and  death  rates  for  1961  are  more  in 
line  with  the  County  and  National  rates  than  have  been  the  rates  in 
previous  years  indicating  that  the  1961  estimated  population  may  not  be 
so  far  out. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  mention  the  figure  given  in  the  pre- 
liminary report  on  the  1961  census  for  private  households  - 6,960 
(32%  increase  .over  1951  census  figure)  and  for  private  dwellings 
7,278  (40%  increase).  Obviously  quite  a number  of  dwellings  were 
empty  on  the  night  of  23rd  April.

Causes  of  Deaths, 

The  commonest  causes  of  death  as  usual  were  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system,  followed  by  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
iiand  then  "by  cancer;  of  the  17  cancer  deaths  in  men  6 were  due  to  lung 
i;  cancer. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  12  deaths,  compared  with  3 in 
i960  and  5 in  1959;  of  these  12  deaths  5 were  pedestrians  (4  being  over 
65  years  of  age  and  4 were  killed  on  the  A30);  5 were  motor  cyclists  and 
2 were  car  drivers  (one  of  whom  was  killed  on  the  A30)  . 
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NOTIFIABLE  AND  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


General , 


In  England  and  Wales  the  number  of  poliomyelitis  notifications  was 
double  that  of  i960  but  even  so  the  total  was  the  smallest  since  the 
outbreak  of  1947  with  the  exception  of  i960*  The  maximum  incidence 
occurred  in  the  42nd  week* 

Notifications  of  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  were  the  lowest 
recorded  but  measles  on  the  other  hand  had  the  highest  number  of 
notifications  since  the  disease  was  made  notifiable  in  1939-  For- 
tunately the  mortality  from  measles  is  nothing  lil^^at  it  was  in  the 
previous  century  when  in  1896  over  17*000  deaths/ registered  in  England - 
and  Wales;  the  number  of  deaths  started  to  fall  by  the  end  of  the  first 
World  War  and  for  the  past  5 - 6 years  have  not  exceeded  0*02  per  100 
notifications* 

In  this  district  643  cases  of  measles  with  no  deaths  were  notified; 
cases  started  in  January,  reached  a peak  in  the  week  ending  15th  April, 
when  97  cases  were  reported  and  continued  to  mid  June,  390  of  the 
cases  occurred  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  13  cases  were  in 
children  under  1 year  of  age.  Measles  can  be  a considerable  educa- 
tional handicap  through  school  absence  and  undoubtedly  added  greatly 
to  the  family  doctors’  burden  of  work  during  the  spring  and  summer 
school  terms.  A vaccine  for  measles  has  been  developed  but  further 
work  on  it  is  needed  as  unfortunately  the  incidence  of  reactions 
following  vaccinations  has  been  high,  the  symptoms  resembling  those 
of  the  natural  disease.  Research  is  still  needed  on  further  weaken- 
ing of  the  measles  vaccine  virus. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

Of  the  nine  food  poisoning  cases  notified,  three  occurred  in  one 
family  and  two  in  another  family;  the  rest  were  sporadic  cases.  Only 
in  one  case  was  any  causative  organism  isolated  viz.  salmonella 
typhi -murium.

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Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Procedures,, 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  .diphtherias,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  small- 
pox continued  to  he  a major  concern  of  the  Health  Department „ 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  writes  that 
the  experience  of  diphtheria  in  recent  years  cannot  give  rise  to  com- 
placency o While  the  disease  is  no  longer  epidemic  in  the  country^ ' 
small  localised  outbreaks  continue  to  occur0  In  1960?  16  cases 
occurred  in  London  boroughs  and  there  should  be  no  need  to  stress 
the  relative  proximity  of  this  district  to  Londonc  The  immunisation 
state  of  the  district  is  reasonably  good  and  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  maintain  a high  level  of  immunisation0

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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

During  the  year  certain  amendments  were  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  the  polio  vaccination  scheme,.  As  from  1st  January  persons 
over  40  years  of  age  who  were  not  in  any  priority  groups  could  be 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  by  their  own  doctor  with  vaccine 
obtained  through  the  pharmaceutical  services®  The  risk  of  contract- 
ing polio  declines  with  increasing  age,  so  that  Local  Health 
Authority  arrangements  continued  to  apply  only  to  those  under  40  and 
those,  without  regard  to  age,  who  are  exposed  to  a special  risk  of 
infection®  In  April  the  Ministry  recommended  that  a re-inf orcing 
fourth  dose  of  polio  vaccine  should  be  offered  to  school  children 
under  the  age  of  12  years  and  during  the  school  summer  term  these 
children  were  given  this  added  protection? 

This  district  was  fortunate  in  not  having  any  case  of  the 
disease,  although  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  particularly  Hull, 
Ipswich  and  Liverpool  serious  outbreaks  occurred®  These  appear  to 
be  in  line  with  the  experience  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  in 
1958-1959  where  despite  extensive  programmes  of  vaccination  the 
disease  broke  out  in  various  towns,  mainly  in  persons  who  had  not 
been  fully  protected.  During  the  Hull  outbreak  oral  polio  vaccine 
was  used  for  the  first  time  in  this  country  and  proved  to  be  the 
prelude  to  the  general  use  of  oral  polio  vaccine.  The  switch  over 
from  sail:  vaccine  to  oral  vaccine  does  not  mean  that  the  former  is 
now  considered  to  be  of  little  or  less  value®  Salk  vaccine  affords 
considerable  protection  tc  the  individual  but  only  universal  vacci- 
nation will  prevent  outbreaks.  This  vaccine  can  and  does  reduce  the 
incidence  of  polio  but  it  does  little  to  eliminate  the  polio  viruses 
from  the  gastrointestinal  tract.  Oral  vaccine  on  the  other  hand  not 
only  produces  immunity  but  also  resistance  of  the  gut.  to  infection, 
and  when  given  on  a mass  scale  can  eliminate  the  polio  viruses  from  the 
population?  As  a live  oral  vaccine  it  makes  administration  easier 
but  presents  problems  of  storage  and  distribution.  In  February.  1962, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  that  the  live  attenuated  polio  virus 
vaccine  as  developed  by  Professor  Sabin  is  to  be  issued  for  routine 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  for  the  same  age  groups  as  are  now 
eligible  for  salk  vaccine.  As  in  past  years  vaccination  was  offered 
at  Doctors  surgeries,  child  welfare  centres  and  at  schools  for  the

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Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

The  state  of  primary  infant  vaccination  in  the  district  may  "be 
considered  very  good,  a total  of  397  hahies  under  12  months  of  age 
being  vaccinated.  There  were  425  live  births  during  the  year  so 
that  the  equivalent  of  93.4%  of  the  children  born  were  vaccinatedo 
This  figure  may  be  compared  with  that  of  6l%  for  the  County  of 
Hampshire  and  with  a rate  of  4l°3%  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
year  I960. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  ahrm  created  generally 
throughout  the  country  when  a number  of  cases  of  smallpox  occurred 
in  January,  1962,  in  and  around  Bradford,  the  original  cases  having 
arrived  b;  air  from  Karachi  resulting  in  an  unprecedented  rush  to 
family  doctors  for  vaccination0  This  outbreak  highlighted  the  need 
for  making  every  eflbrt  to  have  as  many  infants  as  possible  success- 
fully vaccinated.  This,  of  course,  does  not  ensure  continuing 
immunity  but  revaccination  is  always  less  liable  to  complications 
than  is  primary  vaccination  in  adults e

Old  People  Living  Alone. 

Isolates  as  they  have  been  termed  by  the  sociologist,  Mr.  Peter 
Townsend,  seldom  make  news  and  may  only  earn  a small  paragraph  in  the 
local  paper  after  their  death.  However,  they  do  pose  a problem  at 
times  to  a medical  officer  of  health  whose  attention  may  be  drawn  to 
them  by  relations,  the  rent  collector,  the  national  assistance  officer 
or  the  family  doctor  when  the  isolate  begins  to  be  unable  to  fend  for 
him  or  more  often  her  self. 

Not  long  ago  two  such  persons  came  to  my  notice.  One,  a lady 
in  her  early  sixties  living  alone  in  an  isolated  cottage  with  her 
four  dogs  and  eight  cats,  the  garden  overgrown  with  nettles.  On  my 
first  visit  I was  not  allowed  in  but  was  invited  to  return  in  two  weeks 
time  when  the  house  would  be  ready  for  inspection.  A suggestion  that 
the  number  of  dogs  and  cats  be  reduced  was  not  well  received  eliciting 
the  re  joiner  that  life  would  not  be  worth  living  without  the  company  of 
the  domestic  pets.  On  my  next  visit  I was  shown  over  the  cottage  and 
found  everything  inside  covered  with  dust  sheets  and  newspapers  pre- 
paratory to  having  the  walls  redecorated.  The  need,  however,  for 
further  action  was  obviated  by  the  sudden  death  of  the  occupant  soon 
after. 


The  other  case  was  an  elderly  lady  living  in  a dilapidated  house 
through  its  paneless  windov/s  chicken  fly  out  to  greet  one.  All  attenpts 
to  persuade  her  to  live  with  a near  relative  or  to  enter  a Home  were 
unsuccessful;  my  visit  being  likened  to  that  of  a police  officer 
taking  a criminal  away  to  prison. 

T.  E.  Uttley’s  book  Occasion  for  Ombudsman  tells  of  an  elderly 
retired  master  mariner  who  was  removed  to  an  old  people’s  Home  under 
section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  His  case  highlighted  one 
of  the  most  familiar  problems  of  present  day  social  work,  the 
difficulty  of  making  humane  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  aged. 

Mr.  Uttley  commented  that  the  master  mariner’s  mode  of  life  did  no  one 
else  any  harm  and  that  it  could  not  have  done  him  so  much  harm  as  the 
experiences  to  which  he  was  exposed  by  those  who  wanted  to  rescue  him 
from  it. 

Neither  of  these  ladies  wanted  to  be  helped,  only  to  be  left 
alone;  they  had  long  lost  any  awareness  that  they  needed  to  remain 
a member  of  society.

SEWERAGE . 


With  regard  to  the  adequancy  of  the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of 
Brarashill,  Heckfield,  Mattingley,  Rotherwick,  Dogmersf ield,  Winchfield, 
Long  Sutton,  South  Warnborough  and  Ewshot  in  the  parish  of  Crondall, 
it  can  he  stated  that  the  arrangements  for  sewerage  are  reasonably 
adequate.  When  the  sewage  works  at  Eversley  are  completed  the  parish 
of  Rotherwick  will  he  dealt  with.  The  remaining  parishes  without 
public  sewers  have  not  to  date  caused  any  concern  and  do  not  urgently 
require  sewerage  disposal  schemes.  It  may  he  that  in  some  areas  if 
property  development  continues,  e.g.  village  of  Ewshot,  new  sewers  or 
extensions  to  the  schemes  serving  the  Council  housing  estates  may  he 
called  for. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  "during  the  year  Stage  3 of  the  Yateley 
and  Hawley  Main  Drainage  Scheme  was  completed.  Stage  4 for  the  eastern 
half  of  Hawley  was  commenced  early  in  1962. 

The  main  drainage  scheme  for  Eversley  Stage  1 has  been  completed 
and  preliminary  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  a scheme  to  cover  the 
remainder  of  Eversley  in  Stage  II  which  it  is  hoped  will  commence  in 
the  early  part  of  1963*” 
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(General  and  Wet  Scavenging  Services  to  51st  March.  1962)

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for  1961; 
the  general  and  wet  scavenging  figures  are  to  the  end  of  the 
financial  year,  31st  March,  1962.  The  various  aspects  of  environ- 
mental hygiene  are  contained  in  the  following  pages  and  show  that 
steady  progress  has  been  maintainedo 


The  appointment  of  Mr.  D.  A.  C.  Davis  as  additional  public 
health  inspector,  in  March,  brought  the  staff  to  full  strength 
and  I would  like  to  record  lay  appreciation  of  their  loyal  service 
throughout  the  year.  Although  the  work  of  the  department  has 
covered  the  numerous  branches  of  public  health,  emphasis  has  been 
laid  on  caravans  and  food  premises,, 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  had 
its  first  full  year  of  working  and  has  enabled  local  authorities 
to  require  a higher  and  more  positive  standardfor  sites.  It  has 
involved  many  visits  and  interviews  with  the  site  owners,  all  of 
whom  co-operated  well  and  accepted  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
the  Council;  in  some  instances  more  amenities  than  those  required 
by  the  model  standards  have  been  provided.  This  Act  is  achieving 
the  object  of  accepting  caravans  on  well  run  sites,  very  often  as 
a supplement  to  the  permanent  housing  in  a district,  and  was  a 
most  necessary  and  timely  statute. 


Nearly  all  the  food  premises  in  the  district  have  been 
inspected  and  in  addition  to  verbal  advice  54  informal  notices 
have  been  served.  The  standard  of  food  shops  is  generally  good 
and  most  retailers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  new  materials  and 
techniques  available.  The  accepted  principle  t^at  good _ food  hy- 
giene is  also  good  business  has  become  more  evident  during  the 
past  few  years  and  a majority  of  the  public  like  to  purchase  n 
clean,  attractive  premises.  More  people  now  complain  if  con- 
ditions are  not  as  they  should  be.  The  improvement  in  public 
catering  may  well  reflect  some  good  results  in  health  education 
to  be  seen  in  the  following  table,  based  on  reports  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  over  the  past  five  years  for  the  whole

There  is,  however,  no  room  for  complacency  as  the  number  of 

food  poisoning  ’incidents’  in  I960  totalled  6,428  ^u  + ine^isits 
that  even  more  thousands  of  people  were  affected.  Routine  visits 
to  food  premises  and  the  early  investigation  of  outbreaks  to- 
gether  with  the  spread  of  food  hygiene  education  by  all  connected 
with  public  health  work  may  eventually  reduce  this  unnecessary 
hazard.

The  last  comprehensive  survey  of  unfit  houses  throughout  the 
whole  district  was  undertaken  in  1955o  This  was  done,  in  con- 
junction with  all  other  local  authorities,  because  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  wished  to  assess  the  slum  clear- 
ance problem  in  the  country  and  District  Councils  were  required 
to  estimate  how  many  unfit  properties  would  be  dealt  with  by 
1960o 

In  this  district  it  was  considered  that  91  houses  required 
action  to  be  taken  and  it  was  assessed  that  all  would  be  dealt 
with  in  this  five  year  periodo  In  addition  further  properties 
have  deteriorated  since  and  become  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
altogether  159  houses  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  past  seven 
years 0 

The  actual  standard  in  deciding  whether  a house  is  unfit  is 
contained  in  Section  h of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 9 which  states 
that  regard  shall  be  given  to  the  following  matters 

(a)  Repair; 

(b)  Stability; 

(c)  Freedom  from  damp; 

(d)  Natural  lighting; 

(e)  Ventilation;, 

(f)  Water  supply; 

(g)  Drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences; 

(h)  Facilities  for  the  storage,  preparation  and  cooking 

of  food  and  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water; 

"and  the  house  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  if  and  only  if  it  is  so  far  defective 
in  one  or  more  of  the  said  matters  that  it  is  not 
reasonably  suitable  for  occupation  in  that  con- 
dition0H 

Although  this  standard  is  now  law,  it  was  originally  re- 
commended in  1919  and  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors 
feels  strongly  that  there  should  be  a standard  of  fitness, 
similar  to  the  twelve  conditions  of  discretionary  grants, 
enforced  for  all  houses  as  future  policy0  This  would  include 
such  provisions  as  hot  water  supplies,  baths,  water  closets  and 
other  amenities  now  accepted  as  basic  necessities  for  modern 
living.  The  Association  has  asked  the  Minister  to  consider  the 
possibility  that  local  authorities  should  be  empowered  to  require 
this  standard  in  all  properties;  otherwise  it  is  apparent  that 
to-days  sub-standard  house  will  be  tomorrows  unfit  oneQ  There 
are  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  substantial  well  built  houses 
gradually  deteriorating  and  this  will  continue  to  place  a 
burden  on  local  authorities  to  provide  reasonably  rented  homes 
in  the  years  aheado 

In  this  district  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  the 
larger  parishes  has  ensured  that  many  of  this  type  of  premise  has 
been  raised  in  standard  either  by  discretionary  or  standard 
grants  from  the  Council  or  privately o Whilst  the  provision  of 
additional  amenities  remains  voluntary,  and  this  will  probably 
be  so  for  some  years  to  come,  encouragement  will  continue  to  be 
given  to  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  now  availableQ 
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Prom  Table  1 in  this  section  it  will  "be  seen  that  there  are 
39  properties  still  classed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
remaining  to  be  dealt  with.  This  number  is  constantly  changing 
as  statutory  action  is  taken  and  further  unfit  properties  become 
known  to  the  department  through  inspections  and  housing  applica- 
tions. It  is  the  Council’s  policy  not  to  disturb  the  existing 
tenants  unless  they  apply  to  be  rehoused  and  when  the  property 
becomes  void,  statutory  action  is  taken.  This  table  also 
indicates  that  during  the  past  seven  years  of  the  159  unfit 
houses  dealt  with  56  have  been  demolished,  42  have  been  restored 
and  upgraded,  7 have  been  converted  to  other  uses  - stores, 
chicken  houses  etc.  and  53  are  awaiting  restoration  or  demoli- 
tion. 

During  this  year  the  following  ten  properties  were  the 
subject  of  statutory  notices  and  in  all  cases  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  owners  before  notices  were  served  to  obviate 
the  need  for  court  action.  The  Council  undertook  the  rehousing

This  shows  that  the  number  of  vacancies  in  Council  properties 
during  the  year  amounted  to  only  2*5  per  cent  of  total  lettings  and 
would  mean  that  if  the  Council  were  to  rely  on  casual  vacancies, 
even  if  no  more  names  were  accepted  on  to  the  list  it  would  be  six 
years  before  all  the  present  applicants  were  rehoused* 

There  was  one  change  in  Council  policy  during  the  year  in  the 
qualification  for  persons  coming  onto  the  housing  list  when  it  was 
decided  to  accept  a wife’s  claim  if  she  had  lived  in  the  district 
for  ten  years  or  more*  There  were  nine  such  applications  in  the 
year  falling  in  this  category.  The  qualification  for  a male 
applicant  remains  at  five  years  residence  or  work  in  the  district, 
plus  one  or  two  other  special  categories  e*g*  long  service  men  in 
H.Ma  Forces* 


Rent  Act*  1957* 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  certificates 
of  disrepair* 
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Public  Health  ActSo 

The  complaints  received  by  the  department  under  the  general 
heading  of  public  health  are  many  and  varied.  They  range  from 
housing  defects  such  as  dampness,  defective  roofs  and  broken  fire- 
places to  the  keeping  of  animals  and  the  condition  of  ponds.  All 
complaints  are  investigated  by  the  inspectors  and  any  necessary 
action  taken.  In  returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  96  properties  were  repaired  or  improved.  Visits  and 
surveys  were  also  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  new  drainage 
schemes  to  advise  and  recommend  connection  to  the  public  sewers  as 
soon  as  possible® 

The  most  important  piece  of  legislation  to  come  into  force 
during  the  year  was  the  Public  Health  Act,  196l.  This  has 
amended  and  increased  the  powers  of  local  authorities  contained 
in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  principal  new  provisions 
are  : - 

(1)  Power  to  repair  private  drains  and  sewers  after  seven  days 

notice  if  the  cost  is  less  than  £50. 

(2)  Power  to  require  drains  to  be  disconnected  and  sealed  if  they 

become  disused  or  unnecessary. 

(3)  A fine  of  up  to  £20  may  be  imposed  for  bad  workmanship  in 

repairing  a drain  or  water  closet  if  it  is  prejudicial  to 
health  or  a nuisance. 

(4)  A local  authority  may  now  consider  whether  the  sanitary  con- 

veniences of  a dwelling  are  adequate  if  parts  of  the 
building  are  separately  occupied. 

(5)  A local  authority  may  now  cleanse  or  repair  drains  at  the 

request  of  an  owner  or  occupier  and  make  a charge  for 
doing  so. 

(6)  A local  authority  may  now  lend  temporary  sanitary  conveniences 

and  in  certain  instances  are  empowered  to  charge  for  this 
service • 

(7)  Any  premises  which  are  in  a 'defective  state'  and  deemed  to 

be  prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance  may  under  certain 
conditions  be  repaired  by  the  local  authority  after  seven 
days  notice o 

(8)  A local  authority  may  require  an  owner  to  provide  suitable 

and  sufficient  food  storage  accommodation  in  new  and 
existing  houses. 

(9)  Power  is  given  to  local  authorities  to  make  byelaws  in 

regard  to  pleasure  fairs,  skating  rinks,  hairdressers  and 
barbers.  Model  byelaws  are  being  prepared  by  the  Ministry 
and  are  not  yet  available. 


Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

This  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  register  premises 
carrying  on  the  trade  of  'marine  and  metal  store  dealers.'  One 
application  was  received  and  the  following  premises  registered  :-

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Drainage* 

In  January,  1961,  a report  was  submitted  some  details  of  which 
are  interesting.  At  that  time  there  were  1,432  cesspools  in  the  dis- 
trict of  which  932  are  outside  any  existing  sewered  areas.  This  is 
approximately  12  per  cent  of  rated  properties  in  the  district,,  The 
Hawley  and  Yateley  Stage  III  main  drainage  scheme  was  completed  in 
July  and  Eversley  Stage  I should  be  available  early  in  1962.  This  of 
course  will  reduce  the  number  of  cesspools  and  bucket  closets  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  district. 

Water  Supplies* 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company  and  the  Chief  Engineer  has  kindly  provided  the  following 
information  :- 

’'Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  rural  district  by  the  Mid- 
Wessex  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their  works  at 
Greywellj,  Itchel  and  Lasham. 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and  was 
satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality,.  The  water  was  softened  at 
the  s ources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply  with  the  statutory 
limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and  chlorination  is  applied  at 
all  sources . 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  and  treated 
waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by  the  Company’s  resident 
chemists  and  bacteriologists  in  their  laboratory  and  independent 
examinations  were  also  made  by  an  independent  laboratory*  All 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action* 

No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular  area

Some  properties  in  the  district  depend  upon  shallow  wells  for 
supply.  (A  shallow  well  is  one  which  does  not  penetrate  the  first 
impervious  stratum)  It  is  not  known  exactly  how  many  households 
rely  on  this  source,  "but  they  are  primarily  isolated  properties 
unable  to  connect  to  the  main  supply.  Samples  are  taken  whenever 
requested  and  in  some  instances  after  routine  housing  visits.

Three  samples  of  the  main  Mid-Wessex  Supply  were  taken  all  of 
which  were  satisfactory.  Where  pollution  was  found  the  owners  were 
advised  and  in  the  above  cases  all  are  connecting  to  the  main  supply 
except  one  in  Yateley  which  is  too  far  from  an  existing  main. 
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Caravans  . 

The  first  results  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop- 
ment Act,  i960,  were  seen  during  the  year®  It  was  a time  when  all 
the  owners  of  the  larger  sites  in  the  district  carried  out  the  work 
necessary  to  "bring  their  sites  up  to,  and  in  some  cases  above,  the 
model  standards  suggested  by  the  Ministry®  All  sites  were  con- 
nected to  the  main  drainage  and  water  closets,  baths  or  showers  and 
laundry  facilities  have  been  provided®  There  have  been  no  major 
difficulties  arising  from  interpretation  of  the  model  conditions 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  Act  is  forming  a useful  basis  for 
future  caravan  control® 

There  are  still  a number  of  individual  and  groups  of  two  or 
three  caravans  in  the  district  most  of  which  will  be  refused  plan- 
ning permission  during  the  next  few  years®  It  is  the  policy  not  to 
give  planning  consent  to  individual  caravans  unless  it  be  for  a 
specific  time  and  purpose® 

One  new  site  for  14  caravans  was  licensed  at  Hook  and  the

During  the  year  all  food  shops  and  nearly  all  other  premises 
handling  foodstuffs  were  inspected  including  9 mobile  food  vehicles. 
Informal  notices  were  sent  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  54 
cases  mainly  for  technical  defects.  By  the  end  of  the  year  24  had 
been  complied  with. 


The  installation  of  display  cabinets  for  chilled  and  frozen 
foods  continues  and  these  are  now  becoming  standard  fittings  in 
most  retail  shops.  The  market  for  prepacked  frozen  foods  is  still 
expanding  and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  influence  retail  sales.

Registered  Premises. 

The  Council  are  required  to  register  premises  w^ere  ice  cream 
is  manufactured  or  sold  in  the  district.  Only  one  ice  cream 
manufacturer  operates  and  all  samples  taken  from  the  processing  plant 
were  satisfactory.  In  addition  19  ice  cream  samples  from  retail 
sales  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were 
found  satisfactory. 

There  are  72  premises  selling  prewrapped  ice  cream  supplied  by 
the  larger  manufacturers  as  well  as  many  mobile  vans  which  operate 
in  the  district.  These  itinerant  vendors  are  not  subject  to 
registration,  but  the  vans  are  inspected  frequently. 

The  number  of  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages, 
cooking  of  hams  etc.  is  15  and  of  these  6 were  registered  during  the 
year. 
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Milk. 


The  production  and  collection  of  milk  from  farms  is  controlled 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Local  authori- 
ties are  responsible  for  its  retail  sale  and  distribution,  and  for 
this  purpose  licences  are  given  to  persons  dealing  in  milk.

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  i960,  dealers  are 
licensed  for  five  years  and  supplementary  licences,  which  were 
given  to  persons  selling  milk  in  the  district  but  whose  premises 
were  registered  by  another  authority,  are  no  longer  required. 

No  milk  is  processed  (heat  treated)  in  the  area  and  the  tendency 
of  recent  years  for  this  to  be  undertaken  by  the  larger  firms 
continues.  As  there  is  no  milk  now  pasteurised  on  premises 
inside  the  area,  sampling  was  less  than  in  previous  years.  The

The  incidence  of  disease  has  remained  as  for  previous  years 
although  three  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found,  two  in  the 
head  and  one  in  the  heart;  no  other  evidence  was  found  during  a 
more  detailed  inspection  of  the  carcases. 

On  October  1st,  1961,  the  Ministry  order  requiring  all 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  to  comply  with  the  structural  and 
hygiene  regulations  became  operative.  A considerable  amount  of  work 
was  carried  out  to  the  existing  slaughterhouse  details  of  which  are 
contained  in  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  submitted  to  the  Minister  by 
the  Council  last  year.  The  owner  gave  full  co-operation  and  con- 
stant supervision  by  the  department  during  the  alterations  and 
improvements  ensured  that  the  rather  complex  regulations  were  com- 
plied with  by  the  required  date.  The  slaughterhouse  was  not 
enlarged  at  this  time  and  remains  a modernised  small  retail 
premise  only  capable  of  a moderate  daily  output. 

Knackers  Yard. 

The  licensed  premise  at  Patrick  Farm,  Station  Road,  Hook, 
was  regularly  visited  during  the  year  and  at  all  times  the 
necessary  records  were  up  to  date  and  the  premises  well  run  and 
clean.  Animals  are  dealt  with  at  these  premises  which  are  not 
intended  for  human  consumption  and  the  following  is  a summary  of 
those  handled  :-

RODENT  CONTROL. 


There  was  an  Increase  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  premises 
inspected  by  15  per  cent.  A higher  proportion  of  properties  were 
found  to  be  infested  and  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  department. 
One  full  time  operator  is  employed  and  apart  from  rats  and  mice, 
infestations  of  public  health  pests  are  treated.  The  destruction  of 
wasps  nests,  although  not  a statutory  obligation,  is  part  of  the 
Council's  service.  The  North  Hants  Rodent  Control  Committee,  com- 
prising eight  local  authorities  in  the  area,  continues  to  meet  four 
times  a year  to  discuss  mutual  problems  of  control  and  to  learn  of 
any  technical  advances  developed  by  the  Ministry.  Warfarin  is  still 
the  standard  poison  used  by  most  local  authorities  and  its 
efficiency  shows  no  sign  of  abating o

Contracts. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  the  contract  system  for 
business  premises,  mainly  agricultural,  whereby  regular  inspec- 
tions and  treatments  are  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  value 
of  these  contracts  amounted  to  £535  and  the  total  income  from 
rodent  control  was  £650* 

Sewer  Treatment « 

During  the  Spring  all  sewers  were  baited  but  apart  from  a 
small  section  in  Hartley  Wintney  no  takes  were  recorded.  It  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  new  sewers  are  not  infested  and  the 
use  of  warfarin  may  keep  these  systems  clear. 


FACTORIES. 

The  duties  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  were  carried 
out  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  four  informal  notices,  all  of 
which  have  been  complied  with.

GENERAL  SCAVENGING 


Introduction. 

This  service  has  continued  to  provide  a regular  weekly  collec- 
tion through  out  the  district.  The  routes  have  been  enlarged  and 
amended  where  necessary  to  include  the  new  housing  estates  par- 
ticularly in  Yateley  and  Hawley.  The  vehicles  collected  36,901 
cubic  yards  of  refuse  an  increase  of  2,321  cubic  yards  or  6.7  per 
cent  on  last  year.  The  vehicles  also  travelled  lp264  additional  miles 
which  is  7*5  per  cent  more  than  the  previous  year:  the  total  mileage 
being  18,118.  No  additional  labour  was  employed  but  an  extra  diesel 
refuse  collecting  vehicle  was  purchased  on  21st  February,  1962.  The 
gradual  reduction  in  wet  scavenging  work  enabled  two  men  to  supple- 
ment the  refuse  collection  crews  and  this  will  continue  until  it  is 
necessary  to  employ  extra  staff. 

One  overall  change  was  put  into  effect  during  the  year  when 
alternative  arrangements  were  made  for  those  parishes  where,  owing 
to  Bank  Holidays,  a collection  in  the  past  was  normally  missed. 

This  has  worked  well,  although  the  greatest  difficulty  is  adver- 
tising the  arrangements  which  at  the  moment  is  through  the  local 
press  and  by  posters  on  the  vehicles.  The  crews  have  worked  on 
Saturdays  and  during  the  evenings,  when  this  is  possible,  to  provide 
the  alterative  collection. 

Labour. 

The  number  of  employees  is  the  same  as  last  year  as  follows  :-

In  addition  two  men  previously  on  wet  scavenging  work  have  been 
utilised  on  the  spare  vehicle  to  cope  with  the  increase  number  of 
premises.  It  is  anticipated  that  further  staff  will  be  taken  on 
during  1962  to  complete  eventually  a new  crew  for  another  route. 

This  will  primarily  depend  on  the  rate  at  which  houses  at  present 
under  construction  become  occupied.  The  national  wage  rate  is 
paid  by  the  Council  and  a further  bonus  on  salvage  sales  is  dis- 
tributed each  month.  This  averaged  17s,  9d.  per  man  per  week  an 
increase  of  2s.  7&«  due  to  higher  salvage  sales  by  the  Council.  The 
total  amount  of  bonus  was  24o76  per  cent  of  the  money  received  by  the 
Council. 

There  have  been  no  undue  labour  difficulties  and  only  two  men 
left  the  Council’s  employ,  both  of  whom  were  replaced. 

Disposal. 

One  controlled  tip  at  Hazeley  Heath  is  used  to  dispose  of  all 
refuse  collected  in  the  district.  The  disused  gravel  pit  which  is 
being  infilled  and  reclaimed  is  sufficient  for  a further  five  years 
and  the  Council’s  principal  problem  is  likely  to  be  suitable 
covering  material.  For  the  last  few  years,  road  improvement  works 
and  housing  estate  development  has  ensured  a continuous  supply  of 
surplus  earth,  but  it  is  not  known  how  long  this  will  continue. 

The  essence  of  controlled  tipping  is  compaction  and  cohering  which 
is  carried  out  mechanically  by  means  of  a Fordson  Bulldozer.  This 
machine  has  done  valuable  service  and  is  due  to  be  replaced  in 
1962.  An  attempt  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  of  paper  blowing  from 
the  tip  during  high  winds  is  being  madej  5 iron  hurdles  have  been 
purchased  to  trap  the  paper  before  it  has  a chance  to  disperse. 
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Salvage. 

The  Council’s  salvage  scheme  continues  to  expand  and  an  income 
of  £4,131.  12s.  4d.  was  received.  This  is  just  over  £520  more  than 
the  previous  highest  sales.  There  is  little  chance  of  increasing 
this  figure  as  paper  sales  are  restricted  for  the  current  year,  due 
to  the  abnormal  high  stocks  held,  at  the  mills.  It  is  also  true  that 
unless  the  Council  intended  to  expand  the  present  scheme,  which 
uses  only  one  hand-filled  electric  press,  full  capacity  has  been 
reached  in  utilising  this  machine. 


WET  SCAVENGING. 


On  April  1st,  1961,  the  Council  halved  the  charges  for  cess- 
pool emptying  to  10/ = for  the  first  load  and  5/=  for  each  sub- 
sequent load.  This  resulted  in  a drop  in  income  of  £1,677-  13s.  Id. 
It  is  anticipated  that  one  free  emptying  every  six  months  on  request 
will  be  provided  to  those  properties  outside  the  sewered  areas  during 
1962.  Two  tankers  and  four  men  have  been  working  full  time  and 
their  duties  include  bucket  emptying.  There  are  224  buckets 
included  in  the  scheme  and  constant  efforts  are  made  to  reduce  this 
obsolete  form  of  sanitary  convenience. 

The  completion  of  the  Yateley  and  Hawley  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  Stage  III  and  Eversley  Stage  I will  show  a reduction  in  the 
next  few  years  in  the  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district;  but  even 
on  completion  of  the  Council’s  programme  there  will  be  approximately 
1,000  cesspools  in  unsewered  areas.
